Continuing its efforts to be on 
the cutting edge of medical tech- 
nology, a Mercy Hospital Grayling 
Operating room was the site of 
northern Michigan’s first knee 
replacement surgery using a new 
type of prosthesis that may last for 
30 years. 

Dr. Angus Goetz IH, D.O. per- 
formed bilateral knee replacement 
surgery early Monday morning, 
August 20, on Traverse City resi- 
dent, Ron Ellis. Dr. Goetz is one 
of only 25 orthopedic surgeons in 
the country to use the new oxi- 
dized zirconium prosthesis. 

” Dr. Goetz said it is very impor- 
tant to note the new prosthesis is 
not for everyone and not all insur- 
ance companies cover the cost. 
Traditionally, artificial knee joints 


could be expected to last about 10. 


years before the polyethylene pad 
mounted on the lower leg would 
start to wear out from the rubbing 
of the nickel-based portion mount- 
ed to the femur or upper leg. 
Some patients would have to 
endure replacement or repairs 
every ten years or so. 

Using oxidized zirconium for 
the femoral portion of the new 
prosthesis creates a slicker surface 
and much less friction. The 
process of oxidation creates a 
porcelain-type hardness that is 
more than surface deep and is 
expected to remain a smooth, 
working part of the artificial joint 
for about three decades. 

Because of this expectancy, sur- 
geons and the maker of the pros- 
thesis, Smith+Nephew,  Inc., 
require candidates to be on the 
younger side. Older or elderly 
patients would still get excellent 
benefits from the traditional pros- 
thesis. 

The new knee joint also allows 
heavier patients to receive the 
pain-relieving joint replacement

sooner than if they were to go the 
traditional route. With a tradition- 
al prosthesis, many patients had to 
lose weight in order for the joint 
replacement to be successful. The 
newly developed joint is more 
dutable and carries weight with 
more ease. 

Unlike its nickel-based cousin, 
the new zirconium prosthesis 
works well for patients with metal 
allergies. Smitht+Nephew repre- 
sentative Eric Trier said, thus far, 
no patients having received this 
new artificial joint have suffered 
from an allergic reaction. 

In Ellis’ case, he is 52 years old, 
stands about 61” and weighs 
about 300 pounds. He was 


researching possible options for 
surgery when he came across 
information on the new 
Smith+Nephew prosthesis. He 
contacted the company, which in 
turn contacted Dr. Goetz, who 
took Ellis on as a patient. 

Dr. Goetz said Ellis was a good 
candidate because he is young 
enough to benefit, perhaps for the 
rest of his life, with two new zir- 
conium knee joints. Ellis’ work in 
carpentry and masonry, combined 
with osteoarthritis and his weight, 
had taken its toll on his knees, 
leaving him with very little carti- 
lage to cushion his knee joints. Dr. 
Goetz said Ellis was in constant 
pain, like that of a “dull toothache” 


City of Grayling considers 
army airfield proposal 


P MDOT asks city 
to take over as fixed 
base operator at 


Grayling Airfield

Representatives of the Michigan 
Department of Transportation’s 
Bureau of Aeronautics approached 
the City of Grayling last Monday 
about the possibility of the city tak- 
ing on the responsibilities of fixed 
base operator (FBO) at the Grayling 
Army Airfield in order to keep the 
airport open to civilian traffic. 

According to MDOTBA, the cur- 
rent FBO is leaving soon because 
running the airport was not bringing 
in enough money. The FBO makes 
money through the sale of fuel and 
renting out airplane parking space, 
MDOTBA said. 

MDOT’s representative said a lot 
of civilian planes, many of which 
carry businessmen, use the airfield. 
Use of the airport should continue 
to increase, and with the increase in 
use comes an increase in revenue

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generated by fuel sales and parking 
rental fees, MDOTBA said. 

“There is quite a bit of business 
there,” MDOTBA’s representative 
said. “We think there’s a lot of 
potential there.” 

According to MDOT, if the city 
were to take over as FBO, the city 
would need to have a part-time per- 
son devoted to running the routine 
operations at the airfield, including 
some plowing in the winter. The 
military takes care of some of the 
airfield maintenance, MDOT said. 

“This is a very vital issue for us,” 
Mayor Marilyn Palmer said after 
MDOTBA’s presentation. “Shutting 
down the airfield would be like 
shutting off access to I-75.” 

“I agree,” said City Manager 
Allen Lowe. “I think it’s essential to 
keep the airfield open to civilian 
traffic.” 

Councilman Dave Wyman said 
the city should try to get other local 
governments involved, especially 
Grayling Township and Crawford 
County. Other council members 
agreed.

Military vehicles involved 
in two accidents on M-72

Two accidents involving National 
Guard vehicles occurred within a 
week of each other on M-72 West, 
leaving four people injured.

Library Director agrees

After nearly a decade serving as 
the Director of the Crawford 
County Library and its branch 
libraries, Tracie Compton has 
moved on. 

In a press release dated August 
14, the Crawford County Library 
Board of Trustees stated: “The 
Crawford County Library Board of 
Trustees unanimously voted to 
accept the mutually acceptable ter- 
mination agreement worked out 
with Interim Library Director Tracie 
Compton, effective July 31, 2001.” 

Library Board President Barbara 
Clark Greene said Compton agreed 
to a “generous” severance package 
and the agreement contains a confi- 
dentiality clause, preventing either 
party from discussing the details of 
the former director’s dismissal. The 
agreement was made with attommey 
Monte Burmeister as the board’s 
legal counsel. 

The search for a new Library 
Director began before Compton’s 
departure. Because of county popu- 
lation growth to over 14,000 in the 
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past 10 years, the Library Board 
must hire a Director with a Master’s 
degree in Library Science in order 
to continue to receive state funding. 
The Board has advertised in many 
local, Detroit-area, and national 
publications in order to reach a larg- 
er field of applicants. 

While the board seeks a new 
Director, Assistant Librarian Mary 
Kay Hinkle is serving as temporary 
director. No other changes to 
library personnel have been made. 
Programs and hours at the main and 
branch libraries will remain the 
same. 

In late June, Library Board mem- 
ber Terry Wright resigned from his 
position. 

The Board acknowledged Wright 
for his outstanding service to the 
community and the library. More 
than two years remained of his five- 
year term and the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners appointed 
Judy Morford, of Grayling, to fill 
the vacancy at its August 15 regular 
meeting.

Recently, | 
had the occasion to go to the 
Crawford County Clerk’s office to 
renew my veterans’ (vendor) 
license. I had trouble getting served 
by the Clerk’s office. ; 

I went to the Crawford County 
Clerk’s office on either June 27 or 
June 28. 1 was told County Clerk 
Sandra Moore was not available to 
reissue my veterans’ license 
because she was on vacation. I 
politely asked if someone else could 
reissue the license. I was told there 
was no one except Moore who 
could reissue it. I wasn’t sure if this 
was Correct, so again I asked if there 
was someone else who was able to 
reissue my veterans’ license and 
they were just not in the office right 
then. I received the same answer as 
before and was told Moore would 
be back July 2. So. I said [ would 
return the next week. 

On July 2 I returned to the Clerk's 
office and was told Moore was still 
on vacation and would return July 
10. Again IT asked if there was 
someone else who could reissue the 
license and again I was told only 
Moore could do it. 

I went back to the Clerk’s office 
on July 10 and was told Moore was 
in and T was given the impression 
that was who was going to wait on 
me. | waited at the counter, in front 
of a nameplate that said “Martella” 
on it as the lady TI thought was 
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Moore took care of some phone 
Another man, who I know, 
also walked up to the same desk. 
While we were waiting, [ began 
talking to him. He told me he had 
been in this Clerk's office several 
times in the past two weeks and had 
to wait for “death information” he 
needed for his job. 

When the lady finished her busi- 
ness calls, she hung up the phone 
and apologized to me (us) for being 
so busy. I commented she should be 
all rested up coming back from her 
two week vacation. She responded 
that she had only been off for one 
week. She then opened a book and 
began the process of renewing my 
license. 

When finished, she walked to 
another office, then she returned 
and entered another office where 
she put the Clerk’s seal on my 
license. She returned to me and said 
she was sorry for the delay and I 
said I understood the situation (I 
meant being busy), and I left. While 
walking to the parking lot, 1 looked 
at the license and, low and behold, it 
was not signed by Sandra Moore, 
County Clerk -- it was signed by 
Karen R. Martella, Chief Deputy 
(Clerk). 

Am I mistaken, or was there 
someone else who could have 
signed my veterans’ form the first 
visit, instead of Sandra Moore, 
Crawford County Clerk?. 

{ am concerned for Crawford 
County. How could the Clerk’s 
office legally function as a county 
agency during the two weeks that 
Moore was off on vacation and did 
not have someone working who was 
authorized to sign on behalf of the 
Crawford County Clerk? [tis unbe- 
lievable that a department head 
would leave without doing so. 
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This could happen again if she 
has to be out of her office on an 
extended emergency. In the 
absence of the County Clerk, some- 
one should have been authorized 
and available to sign. Sandra 
Moore is the office “supervisor.” 
This is not good management. 

Since this experience, [ have been 
informed there have been “some 
real problems in the Crawford 
County Clerk‘s office.” 1 was told 
Moore has called some neighboring 
counties, asking them for some 
county clerk employees to help out 
in her office. The question is: Was 
there a shortage of help in our coun- 
ty clerk’s office before both Moore 
and Martella were out on vacation 
at the same time?

To the editor, 

I am very disappointed in the 
defensive action of our postal carri- 
er in the City of Grayling. As this 
individual was delivering mail to 
my home, my dog proceeded out- 
side with my six-year old daughter 
and ten-year old nephew following 
closely behind and I behind the chil- 
dren. The mail carrier immediately 
began spraying my dog with a sub- 
stance, which caused my dog to 
drop to the ground. 

At this point, the mail carrier did 
hot stop using this chemical spray, 
rather he began to pursue my pet 
with no relief of spraying the sub- 
stance. Please remember that dur- 
ing this event, both children were 
within 12 to 18 inches of the spray 
directed at our dog and myself, just 
behind the children. 

After the mail carrier stopped the 
spraying, the dog and kids went 
directly into the house; I stayed 
behind to find out exactly what had 
just been applied to my pet. The 
postal carrier then advised the 
chemical was pepper spray. I was 
immediately furious and concerned 
for the welfare of my children and 
pet. I went directly into the house 
and found that my pet was gasping 
for air, my daughter was screaming 
frantically and my nephew was 
standing with his legs in front of a 
fan in an attempt to alleviate the 
burning sensation. Having no expe- 
rience with this chemical, I had no 
idea -how to comfort any of the 
three. 

I called our pediatrician’s office 
and was advised to wash out my 


daughter’s eyes and wash my: 


nephew’s legs with water, and the 
pain should last only a few minutes. 
After rinsing out the eyes of my 
daughter, rinsing off my nephew's

The fire department showed up 
shortly after we did. They did a

everyone appeared to be a little 
more comfortable. 

1 then made several calls to the 
post office, getting a busy signal 
many times, then finally someone 
answered the telephone. When I 
asked to speak with a supervisor, I 
was advised that person’ would ‘hot. 
be back for an hour and a half; or so. 

My husband arrived home from 
work shortly after the incident. 
Thankfully. his profession had 
given him extensive training with 
this type of chemical defense, 
including the utilization and the 
affects of it. As he began to explain 
what measure must be taken to 
eliminate the chemical from being 
in the air, my eyes closed and began 
to burn and water uncontrollably. I 
was completely unable to open my 
eye without severe pain. 

After my husband had helped me 
to regain control of opening and 
closing my eyes at my own will, he 
proceeded to the post office. He 
spoke with a person that claimed to 
be in charge and asked to view the 
incident report of the event that took 
place at our home earlier that day. 

He was advised they (post office) 
do no such thing as completing a 
report for such an incident and went 
on to explain that the individual 
would not have used such action 
unless he felt it absolutely neces- 
sary. My husband then asked if he 
was aware there were two children 
and an adult affected by this, and 
the “supervisor” shrugged his 
shoulders and with a smirk, replied, 
“It’s no big deal. The person would 
hot have done this if he didn’t feel it 
was necessary.” 

I understand if the mail carrier 
felt threatened by my dog and had 
to “spray” him. I also feel the 
extent of the defensive action was 
completely unreasonable. 1 am furi- 
ous that there is absolutely no 
regard for the safety and well-being 
of children by the mail carriers or 
the person in charge of the post 
office here in Grayling. The fact 
that a postal carrier will carry this 
substance and use it without hesita- 
tion, at his discretion, and not have 
to be accountable for such actions to 
anyone is completely unreasonable 
to me for someone in such a public 
occupation.

Lumerjack competitions 
planned in St. Ignace 


Crowds at the 56th Annual Lake 
States Logging Congress, 
September 6-8 in St. Ignace, will 
marvel at huge machines that can 
grab a towering tree by the trunk, 
saw it off at ground level, fell it. 
remove the limbs, cut the log into 
sections and load them on a waiting 
vehicle. But the men who are high- 
ly skilled with an axe or chainsaw 
can still hold the Logging Congress 
crowds spellbound, which is what 
will happen when the Lumberjack 
Competitions get underway at the 
Little Bear Arena in St. Ignace. 

According to the Timber 
Producers Association, about 35 
professional competitors will partic- 
ipate in the Lumberjack 
Competitions, which will start at 
about 10 a.m. on Friday, September 
7, While there will be chain saw 
carving, crafts and other demonstra- 
tions going on throughout the three- 
day Logging Congress, the profes- 
sionals on Friday will be competing 
for a substantial cash purse of near- 
ly $5,000. 


Events that make up the 


Lumberjack Competitions include a 
“Stock” chain saw competition, 
where competitors use unmodified, 
off-the-shelf chain saws. In the 
“Springboard Chop,” contestants 
place a five-foot board into the 
nine-foot “tree” with a block of 
wood on top. 

They stand on the ground, and 
chop a six- to seven-inch notch in 
the tree about four feet up, and put 
in the board. They jump up on the 
first board, and chop another notch 
about seven feet up. They then 
jump on that board, and chop the 
btock up on top of the tree. Other 
events include the “Underhand 
Chop,” the “Standing Block Chop”, 
“Bow sawing”, “Two-Man 
Sawing,” and the “Jack and Jill” 
Crosscut saw events. 

Weekend admission to Logging 
Congress is $5 per person, with 
children under 18 free.

Ore.. sub- 
stitute teacher and creator of 
www.vhemtorg, the Web site that serves 
hundreds of members. Knight agrees 
with most other environmentalists. that 
man has done more harm to nature than 
good. While most environmentalists 
make mat.s survival their argument for 
environmental programs. the VHEMT 
takes environmentalism to the logical 
end by making the survival of earth and 
other species their ultimate goal. 

Park says Knight doesn’t go as far as 
“The Church of Euthanasia, an “alien 
intelligence”-inspired organization of 
about 300 members that actually offers 
suicide tips and suggests that those who 
eat meat practice cannibalism.” While

abortion. it is being bombarded with 
challenges to accept suicide and 
euthanasia.

Grayling High School’s varsity 
football team will open its 2001 
season on Friday, August 24, with a 
home game against Roscommon.
